Marian Warner, whose lifeless form 
now lies before us, first saw the light | 
of day near Burlington, Vermont, on 
July 30, 1829. At an early age she 
began teaching in the schools of her 
native State, which pursuit she fol- | 
lowed for fourteen years, going in the 
meantime to Cook County, Illinois, in | 
1854, and to Decatur County, Iowa, in 
1855. 

In 1859 she was married to Andrew 
J. Warner of Leon, Decatur County, 
Iowa, where they lived until 1866. 
They then moved to Knox County, 
Illinois, where they resided for twenty- 
two years, when the rigors of the 
northern winters impelled them to 
seek the “Sunny South,” locating in 
Benton County, Arkansas. Hight years 
ago the husband died, and the widow, 
with her sister and only surviving son 
and child, emigrated to California, in 
1904, locating in Santa Cruz.. Three 
years later she settled in Richmond } 
on San Francisco Bay, where she died 
on the night of April 8, 1910, at the
